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Agricultural Bankers Meet Pahokee Dec. 11 
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Lake Region Cane Growers Will Take Part In Program 


Elks Hall in Pahokee will be the 
site of a meeting on December 11 
of some 100 Florida agricultural 
bankers, Jointly sponsored by the 
Farm Committee of the. Florida 
‘Bankers Association and -the 
Jacksonville Branch of the Feder- 
al Reserve Bank of Atlanta, the 
meeting is a salute to the state's 
rapidly expanding sugar cane in- 
dustry. Rupert Mock, chairman of 
the FBA's Farm. .Committee and 
president of-the Bank of Pahokee, 
will preside. 

Mock said here today that “Since 
the imports from Cuba’ have been 
cut off completely, more than $100 
Million has been invested in new 
mills and sugar cane palntings in 
the Glades area. Harvested acre- 
‘age of sugar cane in Florida jump- 
ed from 46,400 acres in 1959 to 
189.242 acres: by fall of 1962. Total 
output of sugar cane in Florida. in- 
creased from 1,771,000 tons to 5, 
187,000 in 1962, almost equal to 
Louisiana's output of 5,350,000 
tons that year. In recent ‘years, 
the per acre yields of sugar cañe in 
Florida have exceeded those in 
Louisiana by large amounts. The 
1962 average in Florida was 38 
tons per acre; it was 20.5 tons in 
Louisiana. 

“The farm value of the 1963-64 
Florida’ sugar cane crop . is esti- 
mated to be in excess ‘of $35,- 
000,000. 

C. Ellis Clark, vice president and 
agricultural consultant, First Na- 
tional Bank of Miami, will talk on 
“Financing Production of Sugar 
Cane”, following a presentation 
by George H. Wedgworth, presi- 
dent, Sugar Cane Growers Coope- 
rative, Belle Glade, entitled “Ef- 
fect of the Expansion in Sugar 
Cane on the Economy of Florida”. 
A description of “The Expanding 
Sugar Industry of Florida” will be 
given by Harry T. Vaughn, presi- 
dent. U. S. Sugar . Corporation, 
Clewiston.
